Most 
authorities agree that with proper han- 
dling and reforestation, the South’s 
forests could continue to grow 
at the needed rate, he added. 

“Various agencies and programs are 
active in forest fire control, reforesta 
forest management and education 
work,” Mr. Myers asserted. “Most 
Southern states, such as Louisiana, 
have efficient and extensive state for- 
estry services to look after their for- 
ests.” This, he pointed out, is in addt- 
tion to the programs of the U S. for 
est service, extension service, and soil 
conservation service. 

All this is augmented by programs 
of various companies and organiza- 
tions, including the “keep green” move 
ment which is active in many states. 

Mr. Myers’ own company employs 
three full-time foresters in Louisiana 
and Mississippi, and has launched a co 
operative re forestation prograr along 
its lines in which it lends tree planting 
machines to interested landowners. 

Reporting on the ultimate use of 
wood pulp, Mr. Mye rs said 80 percent 
of it goes for the manufacture of 
wrapping papers, bags and container 
material. About 15 percent is used in 
making insulating board and building 
paper.

Each chipper has a capacity 
of about 40 units of wood per hour 
The chipper knives are kept in condi- 
tion by grinding on a Hanchett grinder 

The chips drop dire ctly to a scraper 
conveyor which carries them through 
a transfer house and thence by belt 
conveyor up to the top of the two large 
storage bins. Each chip bin is 40 ft. 
in diameter by 40 ft. in height and has 
a capacity of 550 to 600 tons of wood 
chips. At the transfer house, instead 
of going to the storage bins the chips 
may be diverted to the belt conveyor 
travelling to the top of the digester 
house. The chips are returned to the 
transfer house by way of a second belt 
conveyor, which is fed by one of four 
chip feeders from each chip bin. 

As the chips leave the transfer house 
on the conveyor going to the digester 
house they pass over a Merrick

Mr. Herridge then estimated there 


were 22 billion board feet of timber 
within the basin, of which 14 billion 
board feet are classified as accessible. 
The amount, he said, was being in- 
creased from vear to year vith the 
development of bigger logging equip 
ment and cheaper methods of building 
roads and developing communications. 
“For some years,” he continued, “the 
annual lumber cut has been over 300 
million board feet per year. 


Alaska Homesteading 

SeattLe—Under the caption, “Little 
Help For \laska In Any Such Pro 
posals,” the Seattle Times printed the 
following editorial recently 

“Controversy continues overt the 
homesteading of government - owned 
land in Alaska’s great Tongass Na 
tional Forest. North Dakota's Con 
gressman Lemke (R.) had a measure 
before the 80th Congress proposing to 
open up Tongass Forest lands to set 
tlers in subdivisions up to 1,920 acres. 
Now he has a new measure before the 
House of Representatives that would 
increase the ante to tracts of 2,560 
acres, with preference to be given to 
veteran homesteaders 

“Opposition to these measures has 
come chiefly from the United States 
Forest Service, conservator of the na 
tion’s forest holdings, as well as from 
organizations interested in a farsighted 
and long-range policy for development 
of Alaska. 

“What Alaska needs primarily is a 
means of livelihood for new settlers. 
Lemke believes homesteaders should be 
granted large forest claims so that they 
could remove the timber and then 
utilize the land thus logged off for 
farming. The Forest Service fore 
sees, however, that homesteaders are 
more likely to cut down their timber 
for the profit they can derive from it, 
without any regard for proper forest 
management, utilization of wood or re- 
forestation practices. Much of the tim- 
ber would be wasted, and the home 
steaders, having made 4’ stake would 
not in the end turn out to be permanent 
settlers after all. Both the timber and 
settlers would be gone, 

“The wiser policy, in the opinion of 
opponents of the Lemke bill, would be 
to open the Tongass National Forest to 
development of Alaska’s infant pulp 
industry, which would provide a cer 
tain livelihood for new population, and 
would guarantee use of the timber 
under the Forest Service’s forest man 
agement and reforestation policy. 

‘Congressman Lemke’s bill did not 
survive the 80th Congress, and his new 
bill likewise should be allowed to die 
in committee. It would not serve the 
best interests either of homesteaders or 
the Territory, and it would endanger 
one of the nation’s last great stands of 
timber.”
